REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

of record fails to disclose or suggest a process or apparatus for distributing fluid from a 
plurality of openings in a pipe distributor onto an inclined fluid receiving surface, the fluid 
having a horizontal momentum in the direction of the pipe flow when the fluid impinges 
upon the fluid receiving surface and providing flow impeding means on the fluid 
receiving surface for reducing the horizontal momentum of the fluid on the surface.
